Constable J. J. Saundera, City Mar­ 
shal Crozier and detectives from the 
federal postal service have been mak­ 
ing a systematic search this week for 
the man or men responsible for the 
burglary of the Covinn poBtoffice on 
Monday morning of this week.

dences go to show that the work was 
done either by persons of unsound mind 
or by someone who wished to practice 
a crude and dangerous joke. It was the 
second break in the office in two weeks. 


That the office had been burglarized 
was discovered by Justice of the Peace 
Dniloy S. Stafford, when shortly after

on Monday morning he 
drove through the atrets to open the 
polls for the city election. He saw a 
man running on Center street, and in a 
few minutes discovered the mail-truck 
in the middle of Second street, where 
it had been trundled by the burglars.

Stafford, and the postmaster discovered 
that the office had been entered by 
someone inserting an arm in the hole 
for parcel posts in the rear of the area- 
way, thus enabling them to slip the 
bolts on the inside of the door.

A woman, her husband, and her fa­

T H E GERMAN'S A S A CHOSEN 
PEOPLE. 


The foundation cause of this war Is 
Germany's firm belief that she alone 
has the ri'thl to direct the progress of 


i the world and to exploit its resources. 
For the last, thirty years the military 
autocracy of Germany lias seen to it 
that, 
this 
belief 
was taught in the 
schools, and today 
that autocracy is 
reaping the benefit.* of a blind 
obe­ 
dience to its will. 
German 
political 
writing of recent years is full of the 
idea (hat the Gernum people is "God's 
chosen people, destined to impose its 
'Kultur' upon till other peoples." 


"Tho German 
soul i s t h e world's 
soul, God and Germany belong to one 
another." 
"Germany is the center of 
God's plans for the world." "We hope 
that a great mission will be allotted 
to u s Germans . . . and this Ger­ 
man 
mission is: to look 
after the 
world." 
"Germany is chosen, for her 
own good and that of other nations, 
to undertake 
their 
guidance. 
Provi­ 
dence has placed the appointed people, 
at the appointed 
moment, 
ready for 
the appointed task." 


"The German people is always right, 
because it is the German people, and 
numbers 87,000,000 souls." 
"Kultur is 
best promoted when the strongest in- 
dividual Kultur, that of a given na­ 
tion, enlarges its field of activity at 
the expense of the other national Kul- 
turs." 
"The attempt of Napoleon to 
graft tho Kultur of Western 
Europe 
upon the empire of the Muscovite 
ended In failure. 
Today history has 
made u s Germans the inheritors of the 
Napoleonic 
idea." 
"The further we 
carry our Kultur into the East, the 
more and the more profitable 
outlets 
shall we find for our wares. 
Economic 
profit is of course not the m a i n motive 
of our Kultur-actlvity, but It is no un­ 
welcome by-product." 
"Our belief is 
that the salvation of the whole Kultur 
of Europe depends upon the victory 
which German 'Militarism' is about to 
achieve." 


These quotations are but a few of 
hundreds of like expression, and the 
last one cited is from a manifesto 
signed by thirty-five 
hundred 
German 
professors 
and lecturers. 
Reduced to 
simple terms, the German belief a t the 
beginning of this war w a s : "God di­ 
rects Germany. 
Civilization 
advances 
only by combats 
between Kulturs in 
which the stronger and God-directed 
one has the right to prevail and must 
prevail. 
The immediate 
and 
present 
object is to make our Kultur prevail 
in the East (in 'Muscovy'), and in ac­ 
complishing 
this w e shall 
also 
gain 
economic advantages. 
This Is the first 
step in onr world domination." 


Where does America stand In this 
theory of a "chosen people"? 
America 
denies 
that theory; s h e denies 
that 
God has chosen a n y one people a s 
His own; she asserts rather that tfc*re 
are many civilizations, each with Its 
own merits and defects, and that to 
each must be left the working out of 
its own problems. 


We Americans are unable to under­ 
stand, or sympathize 
with, a people 
who conceive of themselves as a chosen 
people, 
chosen of God—a 
people to 
whom all things and actions, however 
inhuman or brutal, are regarded a s 
permissible, 
even 
holy, because of a 
faith in their superior 
mission and 
civilization. 
To us such a belief is 
direct 
evidence, 
not of a leading, but 
of a lagging 
civilization. 


This German ideal, when expressed 
merely in theory, even though taught 
in Germany for the last thirty years, 
stirred but indifferent interest in other 
European 
nations. 
In this war Ger­ 
many has revealed in the 
application 
of her theory a lust for world power 
at the expense of other peoples, a lack 
of good faith, a brutality 
that 
have 
stamped her theory a s involving a re­ 
turn to barbarism. 


By the application of German theory 
we were forced, unwillingly, to go to 
war. 
But today w e know that 
there 
was no escai>e from a war between two 
contradictory 
Ideals. 
Germany's 
eco­ 
nomic 
objects are many and large 
(they will be pointed out), but the basic 
cause of this war was the German ideal 
of a dominant 
nation. 
That 
ideal, 
by Germany's own challenge, is on trial 
In arms. 
Against it we must prevail, 
or we shall perish.

AT BASSETT 


Nine-Months-Old Infant of Mr. and

Cole of Baldwin Park Is Victim 
of 
Auto Collision—San Bernardino

Examination As to Facts at Covina.

April 6, was held in the court of Jus­ 
tice of the Peace D. S. Stafford on 
Wednesday, resulting in the holding of

INicolini to appear for an ex­ 
amination on Tuesday, April 1(1. 


The 
person 
killed 
w a s the nine- 
months old baby, Richard Cole, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Gilbert Cole of Baldwin 
Park. At the coroner's inquest held on 
Wednesday 
morning in Covina, 
testi­ 
mony was given that Mrs. Cole w a s 
driving an nutomobile in a southerly 
directien along the boulevard, and that 
Nicolini 
approached in an automobile 
from the direction of the valley boule­ 
vard. 
The cause of the collision of the 
machines was not strongly set forth. 
The collision caused the machine driv­ 
en by Mrs. Cole to run into the ditch, 
where it collided with a pole. The baby 
was killed. Mrs. Colo was not injured.

were

wrecked. 


Justice Stafford 
issued the warrant 
for manslaughter,

'Association, and embracing about 2o00 
acres of bearing walnuts in the Puente 
•valley. 


The meeting was held at the club­ 
house at West Covina. A session was 
held in the morning and 
afternoon, 
•with lunch of substantial eatables at 
noon, served by the wives of members. 
,Thc meetings were presided over by 
President S. L. Watts. The annual elec­ 
tion of a board of directors resultedas 
follows: E. G. Hotchkiss, B. ¥. Row­ 
land, B. F. Maxson, S. I.. Watts, C. J. 
Hurst, S. H. Robinson, and ,T. E. Van 
."Wig. An organization of this director­ 
ate will take place within the next ten 
days. 


The speaker at the morning session 
was Prof. Ralph E. Smith, plant path­ 
ologist, of the University of California. 
Prof. Smith has made many years of 
study of the walnut industry, in fact 
specializing in this work. For many 
years he was stationed at the experi­ 
ment station in Whittier, but of late 
years has been at the Davis farm. 
He 
owns walnut acreage in North Whit­ 
tier Heights. 


The principal message which Prof. 
Smith brought to the ranchers was that 
methods had been worked out by which 
the walnut aphis, which is a species of 
small, green plant-lice that feeds on the 
leaves, can now be controlled 
with 
comparative cheapness. A dry spraying 
machine, such as is used for spraying 
sulphur, is utilized, and powdered to­ 
bacco is sprayed on the trees. Out of 
experiments carried on for a long time, 
Prof. Smith says it can be definitely 
announced that this method will control 
the aphis. 


At one time the aphis seriously men­ 
aced the walnut industry, and it is 
known by the ranchers that is was 
Prof. Smith'8 untiring efforts that have 
brought about a control. The aphis was 
quite prevalent in the Puente valley 
last yoar. Prof. Smith, in making some 
searches through orchards near to the 
club-house, said that he saw some evi­ 
dences of a need for aphis control this 
year, 


NEW CULLING METHOD. 
President Smiley of the walnut asso­ 
ciation at Orange, was a welcome guest 
of the day, and made a talk in the af­ 
ternoon on the methods of culling em­ 
ployed by the ranchers in his locality. 
It is found much more satisfactory, he

says, to take all walnuts to the pack­ 
ing house and do all the culling at that 
point instead of on the ranches. The 
growers have always done the larger 
part of the culling in this vicinity. The 
ranchers voted to try this method, and 
this coming year all nuts will be taken 
to the packing house and culled there. 


Secretary-Manager C. Thorpe of the 
California Walnut Growers Association 
made a very interesting talk in the af­ 
ternoon. He spoke particularly of the 
big success of the cracking plant at Los 
Angeles, which is comparatively new, 
and which has employed 400 women for 
six months since the last harvest. Ow­ 
ing to the fact that a large amount of 
national advertising was done, together 
with a systematic method of selling, 
coupled also with the fact that the 
French supply was not brought to this 
country because of lack of transporta­ 
tion, the California ranchers have re­ 
ceived almost incredible prices for the 
meats from cracked nuts. The associa­ 
tion has received, ten cents more the 
pound than any other agency or indi­ 
vidual in the state engaged 
in 
this 
work. When meats were sold for forty 
cents by outside dealers, 
they- were 
fetching fifty cents the pound through 
the association, owing., to better meth­ 
ods of preparation. 


In this nut cracking business the as­ 
sociation keeps up a very rigid stand­ 
ard of grading, the manager said. The 
demand throughout the United States 
has been very fine. The manager gave 
figures that went into the millions of 
dollars that have been received for this 
by-product, a large part of which is 
absolutely new money that has in other 
years been lost. 
The cracking plant 
hns also made it possible to cull very 
rigidly for the marketed 
grades of 
nuts, which has raised the standard and 
the price. 


LIBERTY BONDS. 
The liberty bond committee for that 
section of the valloy was busy all day 
among the ranchers gathered at the 
meeting, 
and 
were 
very 
successful. 
Secretary-Manager 
Thorpe 
has 
also 
been assisting in the bond drive in 
Los Angeles. The amount subscribed in 
the Puente valley will bo announced 
later. 


Jn the grove in the rear of tho club- 
houso, where the noon meal was eaten, 
a display of Springfield army rifles and 
American flags was made, contributed 
by some of the members. The Tanehers 
of the West Covina and Puente valley 
have about thirty new army Spring- 
fields and other equipment, which is a 
part of the local home defense organi 
zation.

other interesting items the following 
were emphasized by Mr. Newlan: 


" T h e false report has gone abroad 
that knitting is in no degree as ncces 
sary as formerly. 
Quite the contrary 
is true. 
Knitted 
things are still in 
great demand for the men in service 
When they are no more desired a bulle 
tin to that effect will be sent out from 
headquarters." 


The government has taken over the 
woolen mills. Now tho long staple wool 
is used to make uniforms for men in 
the service and the short staple wool is 
used for yarn. 
This accounts partly 
for the heavier and seemingly trade 
sirable kind of yarn knitters have useff 
lately for socks.. This division of wool, 
however, works out for economy and 
tho heavy socks are desired. 


17,000 new garments were made by 
the Los Angeles chapter in the last 
month, and of this number 4000 pairs 
of socks were knitted in one day. 


The big Red Cross drive begins May 


20, 
immediately following the liberty 
loan drive. The apportionment for the 
Los «Angeles chapter is $750,000. 


A national uniform has been adopt­ 
ed for all workers in the different de­ 
partments. 
No young woman 
under 
eighteen yenrs of age is eligible to 
wear them, but her uniform may con 
sist in a plain white dress and the 
wearing of the Red Cross. 


Mr. Newlan advises from past ex­ 
perience: " B e careful of persons you 
come in contact with. There are many 
aliens in Los Angeles. Be watchful in 
the workrooms, but not suspicious.'' 
The life of many an American soldier 
may hang upon care in this regard. 
Probably in few places do Red Cross 
workers labor together with

Nevertheless it is 
true that this m a n is paid substantial 
s u m s for inventing n e w words to fit 
special phases, situations, occupations 
and occurrences, and that the publish­ 
ers of dictionaries will Incorporate into 
them any n e w word based" on-substan­ 
tial derivatives for the existence of 
whichja plausible reason can be made. 


The progress of m o d e m business, and 
especially 
the discoveries

have 
been made in the fields of electricity 
and medicine in the last decade, have 
been responsible for the Incorporation 
into the language^of many n e w words.

corn—a

widely used elsewhere as a breadstuff 
—is plentiful and relatively

ADVENTURES 
WITH AJMCTOR 


The orange growers of the Son Ga­ 
briel valley have been bitten b y the 
tractor Bug, and all that is necessary 
to get a crowd of them together is to 
make a noise like an open muffler and 
they will come from every direction. 


With a ton of rolled barley and a 
ton of hay costing right around $100, 
and the team owners sweating 
blood 
when the hay burners are idle, the gas 
horse 
is 
an 
alluring 
proposition 
in 
theory. In practice it stands where the 
j auto did several years ago when Tom 
Finch and Carl Clapp used to enter 
their 
gorgeous 
red wagons 
from the 
rear and grab the steering wheel with 
the air of one who knew 
where he 
wanted 
to go but wns not sure he 
would get there. 


The tractor for the large fanner has 
been pretty thoroughly worked out, but 
the great need of this section is n small 
machine that will work in* the orange 
grove. 
Several 
small 
machines 
have 
been brought out with varied success, 
and among them is the Ford auto to­ 
gether 
with an attachment 
that 
will 
gear it down for the heavy work. There 
are many of 
these 
devices, 
ranging 
from one that will admit of a lightning 
change from a touring car to a tractor 
and back again in a very short while, 
to those that require considerable work 
to change them into tractors, and can­ 
not be readily changed back to their 
original use. One can readily sec that 
the interchangeable ones are not very 
suceessful in this dry climate. 


Harry Gordon, L. P. Mattatall, and 
myself, having been bitten by the bug, 
decided to beat the high cost of team 
work, and we chose a Ford and one of 
the attachments necessary to make it 
work. The second-hand cars seem to be 
the popular thing, but we decided to 
buy a new one rather than 
take 
a 
chance on one that had already done its 
bit at a lighter job and put it into 
heavier duty. If I were going to try a 
used car I would want to be sure that 
it did not have sweney or spavin, and 
I would want to have a Ford veterinary 
look into the transmission and other 
vital 
parts. 
The 
attachment 
ranges 
from 
a light, 
frivolous 
affair, 
to a 
tracklayer proposition. 
A few dollars 
added to the cost of the attachment 
will not cut much of a figure if it 
works. 


Before we had demonstrated our ma­ 
chine, a little German neighbor asked 
how " d e leedle dractor vos vorking." 
When I told him that w e had not tosted 
it out yet he gave me this 
advice: 
'' That leedle Fort engine vont do the 
vork. 
It is too much to oxpect. V h y 
don't you got a H o l t ? " As the garage 
.man had already gotten a strangle Holt 
on our gold reserve we could not talic 
advantage of his advice without, sacri­ 
ficing. 
With the new 
flivver 
we pro­ 
ceeded to take off and add on until 
Henry himself would have hardly rec­ 
ognized his world-famous production. 


We finally got it ready for its maiden 
voyage, dml we took it home. The man 
that plans to haul his oranges to the 
packing house, and do a general truck­ 
ing business with the tractor on the 
hard roads had better forget it or get 
a troup of trained squirrels to gather 
up the nuts as he drives along. Any 
nut will work loose that is ndt locked 
or jammed to hold it on, and I follow­ 
ed along and took the place of the 
squirrels on the journey home. 


Recently I overtook a young 
fellow 
hauling a load of boxes into his grove 
with a tractor something like the one 
we hnd gotten up and I was interested 
at once. He had sawed off a good wag­ 
on tongue to make a short hitch. " H o w 
many boxes can you haul to the pack­ 
ing house with that machine?" I ask­ 
ed. 
" D o n ' t know. I have not tried it 
y e t . " 
" D o you think 
you cttn get 
tracting with a band on the grousers 
in the g r o v e ? " 
" S u r e thing. It will 
pull her all r i g h t . " 
He then took me 
out to the barn and showed me a fur­ 
rowing tool made out of a 6x0 suffi­ 
ciently long to carry enough shovels to 
make the furrows between 
two rows 
of tre'es. He also showed me a disc that 
was a wonder. He had planned to put 
enough discs side by side to cut a strip 
about 12 feet wide. 
Either tool would 
have been enough to make a Holt a 
good load. He was sure the little Ford 
would do all that. 


It is necessary to have an extra sup­ 
ply of water to keep the engine cool. 
We have an extra tank above the en­ 
gine, and we have it connected to the 
radiator. 


Ho had improved on our unsightly 
scheme and had about a 15-gallon tank 
under his seat. 
On a bleak, cold day 
this will bo fine, and give you all the

was not thinking of tho bloak, 
cold 
days. 
I was thinking about tho hot 
days when the thermometer is up. near 
the century mark, and that 15 gallons 
of water at ?12. I am planning to soo 
him later. 


If you branch out In the field of un­ 
tried tilings you will be surprised what 
a lot you will learn if you have tho 
cash to pay for it. 


Dust, is the relentless foe of the trac­ 
tor. 
This is particularly damaging If 
allowed 
to drift 
into the 
carburetor 
and the engine. We got a cheap device 


made by the local tinner that works 


fine, 
though we were assured that it 


would not do, by those that had bought 


the 
more expensive 
patented 
affairs. 


There is a little hole to admit air into 


the gasoline tank that is located in the 


cap. 
Dust accumulated on the top of 


tho cap and closed this hole up and 


gave me a lot of trouble before I got 


pn to it and covered it. 


Tho orchard does not make a good 
garage to do work on the car, and I 
frequently lost nuts that I could not 
find. In trying to .locate my trouble one 
day I had the spark plugs out, and I 
placed the caps on/the engine so as not 
to lose them. When I came to put them 
on I discovered 
that one had rolled 
down into the engine The partner that 
furnishes the brains for the one that 
did not seem to have them in this case, 
came with a smile and a socket wrench 
and took the top off the engine, and 
got it out. 
Eule No. 13: 
Don't lay 
nuts on the engine when you have the 
spark plugs out. 
/ 


Eternal 
vigilance 
is 
the price 
of 
steady going. You may be loping along 
on 
high, 
congratulating 
yourself 
on 
how nice she is running, when a nut is 
just ready to leave you that will put 
you out of business. 


We spent quite a lot of time, and 
narrowly escaped having to have the 
traveling garage, when the cloth on the 
clarifier got choked up with dust, and 
would not admit enough air to the car­ 
buretor. You soon leara to detect any 
unnatural noise, and it is a warning to 
you that the garage man will get you 
if you don't watch out. When you get 
a 
tractor 
you 
congratulate 
yourself 
that you ore getting away from the 
filth and dirt of the* stable. After you 
have "oiled antfund" a few times and 
absorbed some of the grease and dirt 
that accumulates on every part of the 
machine, you will awaken to the fact 
that the new horse has the team beat a 
mile for dirt. 
After you have driven 
the thing a while you will imagine the 
thing squirts oil on you every time you 
come near it. 


I " g o t out and got under" and was 
tightening a bolt when the wrench slip­ 
ped oht of my hands and landed in my 
face. I thought a bomb had boon drop­ 
ped on me.' Does tho horse kick? You 
bet it will, and it will not give you 
warning as the mule usod to. When the 
tractor kicks you, i t will be all over bo- 
fore you know it is going to happen. 


The average orchard team will tra­ 
vel down the rows without much atten­ 
tion from the driver. Not so with the 
tractor. While you are looking back to 
see if you have lost a wheel)*, ajlimb 
may knock tho gas feed into high.' ana)' 
you are a mighty busy driver for a 
few minutes. If you are headed- in the 
right direction you.'.can do some prun­ 
ing in a very short while. If you have 
never driven a Ford you are likely* to 
go the wrong way with the gas feed 
just at the time you^.desirc to slow 
down to the least possible speed, and 
the standpipe gets the full force of the 
charge. I got,two to my credit before Y 
learned to shift the right way. 


The ford will haul about what two 
horses will pull. If you want to haul 
more, you better 
take the advice of 
the German. If your soil is of the light, 
silty kind tho horses have the best of 
it. 
If you catch on a tree and are not 
going too fast you will kill the engine, 
but if you have sufficient speod and the 
tool is strong enough to hbld the ma­ 
chine the hind or drive wheels will con­ 
tinue to revolve and tho hind part will 
submerge like a submarine. If you are 
a German, nnd mean enough, you can 
imagine that you are going to torpedo 
a hospital ship or a boat load 'of women 
and 
children, nnd that 
might 
satisfy 
your disposition, but the best thing to 
do it to get a shovel and a pry, and dig 
it out. 


I was sailing merrily along with my 
mind over in Franco, and what would

One 
follow hooked his tractor to the wagon 
and drove down in tho grove and got 
himself in a corner where ho could not 
turn, and had to send for a team to got 
him out. 


If you uro planning to wreck tho 
barn, sell tho hay-burners and got a 
tractor, come on in—the water is fine. 
Look them all ovfe/'and find out what 
the other follows have done, nud then 
break into the game 
with 
something 
new.

ing to conserve horse and'cow food.
